Issue of Converting City Garages 
To Commercial Use Divides Council

The city council at its regular meeting Monday night found it- 
self divided on what action to take on the petition of a local citi- 
zen to lease one of the city garages for a business enterprise. 
Agreement was finally reached to seek advice from the city solici- 
tor on whether the garages could be rezoned to commercial use. 


The issue was raised when Hans 
Jorgensen of 19-E Hillside, who 
has been conducting a landscaping 
service from his home for several 
years, asked to rent a garage to 
set up a business office and store 
his landscaping materials and 
equipment. City manager Charles 
McDonald recommended against 
such action and instead urged that 
the garages be torn down to create 
more parking space in the east 
parking lot at the commercial cen- 
ter. 


The city owns four of the six 
garages which are adjacent to the 
big auto repair garage. The other 
two, as well as the repair garage, 
are owned by the Tidewater Oil 
Co., which bought the service sta- 
tion a few years ago. These latter 
two garages, one of which has 
been rented to an appliance busi- 
ness, are in a commercial zone, 
but the city’s garages are still in 
the rural residential zone in which 
all Greenbelt was originally placed 
when created by the Federal Gover- 
nment in 1938. 


One of the city garages is used 
to store electrical equipment. Ano- 
ther has been used until recently 
by the recreation department to 
store athletic equipment, which is 
now stored in the basement under 
the new post office. The other 
two city garages have been reser- 
ved for the city’s two police cars, 
but these are generally kept outside 
because they are in constant use. 
Each garage has about 170 square 
feet of space. 


Need Repair 

McDonald argued that the Public 
Housing Authority, when it re- 
leased control over Greenbelt, re- 
commended that the garages be 
torn down. He said they are bad- 
Ty in need of repair, have no Sani- 
tary facilities, and that their re- 
moval would ease the tight park- 
ing situation at the center. 

Councilman Bruce Bowman pre- 
sented the most vigorous argument 
on behalf of renting space to 
Jorgensen. He said that occupancy 
by a landscaping service would 
improve the outside appearance of 


the area. He noted that at the 
present time “four derelict un- 
licensed” cars clutter the area 


next to the repair garage, as well 
as old appliances. 


Bowman said he was sure that 
sanitary and water facilities could 
be easily installed, that there was 
little chance of the city’s four 
garages being torn down with the 
other two left standing, and that 
the city could use the additional 
revenue. He received strong sup- 
port from Councilman Dave Cham- 
pion. 


Rezoning, a Problem 

It was Councilman Edgar Smith 
who raised the question that re- 
zoning the four garages might be 
a problem. He also declared that 
there was a “very good possibility 
that the garages would have to be 
torn down in the near future” and 
that the city could only grant a 
short-term lease. 

Mayor Alan Kistler insisted, how- 
ever, that no consideration should 
be given to any request for rent- 
ing the garages until the council 
decided the basic policy question 
of converting the garages into 
commercial rental property. Mc- 
Donald pointed out that other citi- 
zens have indicated that they are 
anxious to use the space. He sug- 
gested that any leasing might have 
to be done on a public bidding 
basis rather than negotiating with 
individuals. 

Kistler rejected Champion’s sug- 
gestion that the city manager ex- 
plore such matters as renovating 
the property, rezoning, and having 
facilities installed, as this would 
indicate approval. He proposed 
instead that the manager simply 
ask the city solicitor about the re- 
zoning question, and this motion 
was passed unanimously.

Chosen by Secret Ballot 

In the matter of the selection of 
the three council-nominated men 
for the special committee to or- 
ganize a planning commission, it 
was agreed informally by council 
members to vote by secret ballot. 
Neither the original ten nominees, 
two by each councilman, nor the 
five selected by the city manager 
from these ten were announced 
publicly. 

The balloting would have taken 
place Monday night but was post- 
poned in deference to the absence 
of Councilman Tom Canning be- 
cause of the death of his father. 
The councilmen instead will mail 
their ballots to McDonald, who 
will announce the three selections. 


Youth Center Board 

The council approved then at first 
reading a revision of the ordinance 
setting up the Youth Center Ad- 
visory Board. The revision would 
increase membership on the Board 
from five to seven members, with 
all members serving two year terms. 
There is presently one vacancy on 
the five-man Board. 

The new ordinance calls for three 
members to be selected in January 
of the even numbered years and 
four selected in January of odd 
numbered years. Also any mem- 
ber of the Board may be reappoint- 
ed for an indefinite number of 
terms, as is the case at present. 

The duties of the Board are to 
serve in an advisory capacity to 
assist the Recreation Director in 
prescribing rules and regulations 
for the youth center program and 
the use of the Youth Center Build- 
ing, and also promoting fund-rais- 
ing programs to meet the costs of 
operation.
